it provided that the Act should be braupht 
to an end on December 31, 1053, It also 
provided, however, that a later date might 
be fixed by an Order in Couneil presented 
for the approval af Parliament. 

Nat only was the Labour Party aeting 
in denial of its own teachings, but the cir- 
clmstanees were Buch that it permitted it- 
uelf to act in rajection of its past in a 
particularly shameful way.

31, 1958, shall 
after their two years’ full-time service and 
three and a half on Reserve, remain regis- 
tered for a further period of five years 
as liable to recall in an emergency, 

The liability of Class Z and G men will 
not involve two annual wecks for training 
but will be extended to enable them to be 
recalled until they are 164 years old. All 
of which is tu some extent irrelevant since 
if aoanititary emergency should arise, it 
would necessitate the immediate mobilisa- 
tion of the whole nation. 

Atl who are concerned about construc- 
live peacemaking and the maintenance of 
true human values should play their part 
in continued opposition to conscription, the 
policy which necessitates it, and to prevent 
Parhamentary approval for the neeessary 
Order in Couneil.

The Wiite Paper holds out no hope of 
any stthbstantial reduetion of the burden 
for at least a further three years, and even 
then, if the cold war is still being waced, 
the burden will be very erent, 

A Jeading article in the Daily Telegraph 
remarked “Ft is a sorry commentary on 
the state of the world in the mid-twentieth 
century that sach vast resources must be 
diverted from improvements ins the stan- 
dard of living to the multiplication of wea- 
pons.” But the writer adds “The cold 
wir is a malignant conspiracy to keep us 
poor in order that we may become an easy 
prey to Communist ambition.” 


If that is so, to allow ourselves to remain 
involved in such a conspiravy seems to be 
playing the Communist game in which they 
get the best of it both ways. 

The truth is that the White Paper, as 
our whole policy of defence, is based upon 
the assumption that the Seviet Union is 
anxious to attack Hurope, that any weaken- 
ing of our defences will invite ageression 
and that we must build up our resources 
for a further three yeurs so as to be in 
a position to neyotinte from strength.

Only if each 
moment includes both end and menos is 
political action justified.

Duncan instances the strike threat lying 
at the basis of trade unionism which, how- 
ever, he believes to be “a pood thing ” in 
that it represents an alternative to total 
violence. ‘ But,” he says, ‘det us never 
forget. that whenever force enters into 
means, the end is going: to be spoiled in 
some way.’ 


Polities 

Polities, he argues, are still in the 
“bload-feud stage’: social groups and 
nations maintain the right to exercise 
private vengeance for injustice suffered. 
fhe next step, therefore, is) for man’s 


communities to pive up this right of private 
vengeance. “They have no real right to 
punish other yroups because every human 
being and every human group is guilty.” 


Turning to South Africa, Duncan states 
that the biggest trouble is the splitting of 
the political world into white and non- 
white segments. This renders politics 
unreal because the social reality is quite 
otherwise, and it means that the two politi- 
cal “ worlds” are moving rapidly apart in 
an endeavour to achieve their separate 
ends. 

Since the urgent necd—for white South 
Africa to make significant concessions to 
black South Africa’s claims—is unlikely to 
be met in the face of white public opinion, 
the non-white group has to ¢xXercise a 
divect influence on events. They can do 
this either by civil disobedience or civil 
war. 

The latier alternative, which may bring

AM talking about conscientious 

objection as the refusal to be a 
member of the armed forces and a 
willingness to go to prison rather 
than into the armed forces, if that 
choice must be made. 


} do not include the alternative service 
position, or noneombatant duty in the 
armed forces, nor am | talking about re- 
fusal to register for military service, re- 
fusal to pay taxes, or other testimonials 
that sometimes aceampany refusal to par- 
ticipate in the armed forces. 


What | am talking about is the purely 
negative position of saying “No” to par- 
ticipation in the armed forees, and the sig- 
nificance of this negative position without 
the adornments of saintly living, positive 
programmes, and other valuable attributes 
generally associated with religious pacifism. 


Conscientious objection, as defined above, 
has often been considered insignificant by 
both pacifists and anti-pacifists. 

Some pacifists feel that conscientious ob- 
jection is of slight relevanee when separated 
from good deeds or depth of religious ex- 
pression and belief, or a particular theo- 
logical concept.

in the most significant thing in my life, 

and in the lives of most of the members 
of the Fellowship of Reconciliation, 1 do

When tt? tulk about conscientious ob- 
jection, we,are talking about the pants to 
a sujt—perhaps a pair of pants without a 
coat or vest or a belt or even pockets or 
cuffs, but the pants. 


“tam an individual ” 


Conscientious objection aftirmy democratic 
political principles in three ways. 

Firat, it is a symbol of the importance 
of the individual, a basic tenet of demo- 
cracy. In a time of mass conformity, when 
every individualistic idea is suspect, the CO 
stands up and gays, “7 am an individual.” 
The rest of the warld may remark on what 
A queer apecimen he is, hut itis once more 
evident that inankind is not just a mass of 
Hyp iets personalities, 

Secondly, conscientious objection is proof 
of the freedom of the individual. We widely 
proclaim this as the land of the free, but 
1, sometimes appears that our only freedom 
is to go along with the crowd, The CO says 
that euch man has not only the freedom 
bul the obligation to choose the way of life 
he wishes to follow, 

She CO's third polltieal affirmation is 
the proof of the limitation of the power of 
the stute. When faced with conscientious 
objection this limilation heeomea not an 
abstraction of civics classes or the theoreti- 
cal position of the demoeratic state, but a

Conscientious objection is — significant 
social testimony: It is @ reminder that there 
is something wrong in our social system. 
Certainly a good many people have hegun 
to question the policies of governments 
that keep us continuously at war or living 
in an armed camp. To such people the 
CO’s demonstration that. there are other 
solutions possible than foree, destruction 
and death may be of great significance, The 
so-ealled great debate in this country has 
offered only the alternatives of where to 
use our force and how much force to use, 
The CO suggests an entirely different way. 


Significant Social testimony 


Conscientious objection is a significant 
social testimony for ethical concepts in 
social relations and personal behaviour. We 
proudjy proclaim ourselves as the great 
Christian country, but in practice we seem 
to fee) that the povernment or a majority 
vote determines what is moral, The CO 
testifies that each individual is responsible 
for his own conduct, 

Conscientious objection is follawing the 
example af Jesus in the renunciation of 
force as a means of personal protection. We 
are all familiar with the kind of life Jesus 
led and his denunciation of foree when he 
was taken to be ecrueified. Many believe 
that the rejection of Jesus by the Jews was 
caused by his unwillingness to lead them 
in a military revolt against the Roman 
occupation forces in his honieland. 

Perhaps most significant of all, conscien- 
tious objection is essential for anyone wish- 
ing to live in the spirit of the New Testa- 
ment. Probably Pau} had more influence 
on the New Testament than any other man. 
Ie expressed the spirit of the New Testu- 
ment in his first epistle to the Corinthians 
when he wrote: 

“If | speak with the tongues of men 
and of angels, but have not love, I am 
become a sounding: brass, or a clanging 
eymbal, and if T have the gift of pro- 
phecy, and know all mysteries and all 
knowledge; and if | have all faith, so as 
to remove mountains, but have not love, 
Tam nothing. And if IT bestow all my 
woods to feed the poor, and if | give my 
body to be burned, but have not love, it 
profiteth me nothing.” 


Seme impossibilities 


We have been discussing the significanee 
of conscientious objection to society, nat the 
value of love. We knew that conseientious 
objection in itself does not imply the use 
of love in the presence of it, and that many 
COs show few expressions of love in the 
fullness of the spirit discussed by Paul.
